Response to Applicant's Amendment 

1. Based upon the submitted amendments, examiner notes that claims 1-19 have been 

cancelled and claims 20-24 have been added.

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to which is then used to perform a specific sensing operation and then based on said 

operation, to determine an operation speed and an operational direction, which are then used to 
determine the specific manipulation of a menu tree implemented on the specific buttons as 
claimed, in the menu manipulating buttons disclosed by Yang and Silverstone.
